And What Have You

A new law, passed late in the last 
session of the state legislature and 
signed by the governor June 15, 
became law July 15. This new law is 
expected to create some 
new 
problems in the selection of people to 
serve on juries. 


The new law, Senate Bill 369, 
provides that “Between the first and 
fifteenth days of August of each year, 
in each county in this state, the tax 
collector, sheriff, county clerk and 
district clerk, ... shall meet at the 
county courthouse and reconstitute 
the jury wheel, using as the sole and 
mandatory source, all names on the 
voter registration 
lists 
from 
all 
precincts in the county.” 


This means, as we understand it, 
that only registered voters will be 
called for jury duty, and all voters 
must report for duty, even though 
they are not eligible to serve. 


The law was written with the intent 
that it only apply to counties with over 
10,000 population and that counties 
under 10,000 could continue to use the 
jury commission method as in the 
past. But somewhere along the line 
someone goofed up down at Austin — 
which seems to happen rather easily 
— and it now appears that all coun­ 
ties, regardless of size must use the 
jury wheel. 


As I understand it, the new part of 
the law replaced all of the existing 
parts of the law that provided for the 
jury commission and the Attorney 
General has ruled that all counties 
must now use the jury wheel. 


But the use of a jury wheel is not the 
part of the new law that will cause 
trouble — it is the other provisions 
that are expected to raise a storm of 
protest. 


From what I have read on the new 
law it looks like the name of every 
registered voter will be put in the jury 
wheel whether they are exempt from 
jury duty or not and they will have to 
report for jury duty. The only ones 
that will have an automatic exemp­ 
tion, and they will have to report, are 
those over 65, under 21, females who 
have legal custody of a child or 
children under the age of ten. 


Apparently there are no provisions 
in the new law to excuse anyone for 
sickness, vacations or other similar 
reasons that were valid in the past. 
Also it would appear that pressing 
business can no longer be used as an 
excuse. 
One thing that will make it much 
harder to get an excuse for even an 
legitimate reason is that once ex­ 
cused, a person s name will be taken 
off the jury list and placed back in the 
jury wheel until drawn out again at 
some future date. 
This means of course, that a judge 
will have to take a hard look at any 
excuses before granting it or else he 
will find that he might be without any 
jurors on the panel before the year is 
out. 
It is doubtful at this time if anyone 
kows just how much, but it is obvious 
that the cost to the counties will be 
greatly increased under this new 
system. Much larger jury panels will 
have to be called because of the new 
process of excusing a juror from all 
cases if he is excused from any one 
case for any cause, and since many 
will be called who are unable to serve 
because 
of 
disqualification 
or 
exemption. Each of these jurors who 
reports will have to be paid whether 
or not he serves. 
Among those who have been 
exempt from jury service in the past 
but now must report are ministers, 
school teachers, elected officials and 
others in similar occupations. 
Wonder what happens if the judge’s 
name is drawn?

PLUS LAND COSTS— 
Council Told New Sewer 
System to Cost $145,000 


The Hamlin City Council 
learned here Monday evening 
that a new sewer system to 
meet the State Health Depart­ 
ment standards will cost an 
estim ated $145,000 for con­ 
struction. The estimate was 
presented to the council by W. 
F. Decker of the Abilene firm of 
Yeatts and Decker, Inc. 
The cost does not include the 
land needed for the project. 
The plans call for converting 
the present system into what is 
commonly called a 
“ race 
trac k " plant. W aste w ater 
would meet all state quality 
tests, and would be available for 
irrigation, and possibly would 
not be released into a stream as 
at present. 
D«*cker pointed out to the 
council that Federal Grants are 
now available for 55 percent of 
the cost of construction, and the 
remainder of the cost must be 
provided by the City, with the 
State offering to purchase bonds 
for 25 percent of the total cost. 
The council voted to authorize 
the Consulting E ngineering 
firm to present the project to

NOW M AN DATO RY- 
Most Horses In Area Have 
Been Vaccinated for VEE 


Nearly all the horses in the 
Hamlin area 
should have 
received 
vaccine 
for 
Venezuelan 
Equine 
En- 
cephomyolitis (VEE) by today 
(Thursday), according to a 
local spokesm an. About 75 
percent of the horses in the area 
had received the vaccine over 
the weekend. 
The West Texas Veterinary 
Supply Co. in Abilene received 
1.700 VEE serum from Austin 
Saturday afternoon and another 
larger shipment was expected 
to arrive Wednesday. About IOO 
horses were vaccinated here 
Saturday evening upon the 
arrival of the serum by one area 
veterinarian 
It is estimated that there are 
about 300 horses in the Hamlin 
area. 
The serum, used to combat 
the spread of VEE, must be 
carried 
to the 
horses. 
A 
statewide embargo prevents the 
anim als from 
leaving the 
prem ises 
where 
they 
are 
stabled, even to visit the 
veterinarian for inoculation. 
It was announced Sunday by 
State veterinarians from the 
Southwest that they will make 
mandatory 
vaccination of all 
horses in their respective areas. 
The decision was made at a 
Dallas meeting of animal health 


officials 
from 
Texas, 
O klahom a, A rkansas, 
New 
Mexico and Louisiana. 
A USDA official said that 1.8 
million doses of vaccine will be 
available by the end of the week 
for the approxim ately 
1.5 
million horses in the five states. 
Horses that have been vac­ 
cinated 
m ust 
rem ain 
quarantined 
for 
14 
days 
following the shot before being 
moved. 
The outbreak of VEE started 
in the Texas valley last week 
and has moved up the state, 
bringing on the five state effort 
to stop the disease in Texas and 
protect the other states. 


The battle against the spread 
of VEE was being pressed on 
many fronts over the weekend 
as the disease killed horses and 
sent people to hospitals 
It was reported Saturday that 
48 persons have been taken to 
hospitals in the valley with VEE 
symptoms. Five of those have 
been confirmed as having the 
disease which strikes humans 
with flu-like sym ptom s for 
several days. 
VEE is a rare strain of 
“ sleeping sickness" which 
strikes the central nervous 
system of horses and is usually 
fatal in equine. It is muc milder 


in humans. 
The 
disease 
has 
killed 
thousands of horses in South 
and Central 
Am erica 
and 
Mexico since it was first 
detected in horses two years 
ago 
The vaccine being used in an 
effort to halt the spread of the 
disease was developed under 
the 
Defense 
D epartm ent’s 
Germ W arfare program to 
protect humans. 
The vaccine, regarded as 
experimental, is being supplied 
free by the federal government 
to veteranarians in Texas. 
VEE is spread from horse to 
horse or horse to humans by 
mosquitoes and a large part of 
the fight to stop the disease is 
centered around the control of 
mosquitoes, particularly in the 
valley where Air Force planes 
are spraying large areas with 
malathion. 
Besides creating a problem 
for cattlemen who need to use 
horses in working their catUe, 
the outbreak of VEE has can­ 
celled rodeos and other horse 
related activities across the 
state. 
The Hamlin Riding Club had 
made plans to hold a Little 
Britches Rodeo July 30 and 31 
but have postponed it for the 
present.

Up to now, the matter has 
been classified as top secret, on 
the grounds, according to the 
government, that "it might be 
embarrassing if one country

if just 42 got military help, that 
leaves 158 that didn t get 
anything and they’re probably 
even madder than the rest 
Looks like the more we give 
away the deeper in hot water we 
get 
There’s only one way to solve 
this 
Give everybody exactly 
the same amount. Say we’ve got 
713 million dollars to spend 
Divide that by 200 and write 200 
equal checks. 
If this won’t keep peace in the 
fam ily, 
nothing 
will.

will. But at least we won t have 
one country madder at us than 
another.

WTU Adds Fourth 
Generating Unit 
At Point Creek 


West Texas Utilities Com­ 
pany’s 
system 
generating 
capability was increased 110,000 
kilowatts last week when the 
number four generating unit at 
Paint Creek Power Station at 
Lake Stamford was placed in 
commercial operation. 
The announcement was made 
by WTU Vice President and 
Chief Engineer John A. Hut­ 
chison. 
The increase in the capability 
of the Paint Creek Plant gives it 
a total capability of 236,000 kw, 
m aking 
it 
the 
largest 
generating station in the West 
Texas 
U tilities 
Company 
system. 
According to Roff Hardy, 
WTU president, this increase 
brings total system capability 
to 718,500 kw, or an increase of 
33 percent over the last five 
years. Hardy also pointed out 
that site preparation for the new 
Lake Ft. 
Phantom 
Power 
Station at Abilene is now un­ 
derway. The first unit at the 
new plant is scheduled for 
completion in 1974. 
The addition of the number 
four unit at Paint Creek began 
in 1969. The new G eneral 
Electric conventional 
reheat 
turbine generating unit is 
housed in a two-story, 
20,000 
square foot, addition to the 
plant. The initial boil-out of the 
Riley Stoker boiler was made 
early in March and the test runs 
on the new equipment were 
recently completed.

Double Indemnity 


Harvey, the "other man" in a 
domestic 
triangle, 
heard 
some 
alarming news: the woman’s hus­ 
band had bought a gun and was 
spoiling for trouble. N o coward, 
Harvey decided to confront his 
rival face-to-face. 
It was a fatal mistake. Words 
led to bullets and Harvey was 
shot dead. 


In due course, his relatives 
tried to collect on his $10,000 
life 
insurance 
p olicy. 
T hey 
claimed not only the $10,000 but 
also an extra $10,000 as "double 
indemnity," payable in case of 
accidental death 
However, a court denied the 
extra $10,000, saying Harvey's 
death was not really an accident 
at all. The court said he was 
well aware, when he sought out 
the angry husband, that he had 
an 
excellent 
chance 
of 
being 
killed. 
Double 
indemnity 
for 
acci­ 
dental death is a common feature 
in life insurance policies. But it 
is not payable if the victim had 
recklessly courted danger. 
I his is true even if what he 
did was simply in the name of 
fun. Thus, double indemnity was 
denied to the family of a young 
man slain in a game of "William 
Tell." In a spirit of playfulness, 
he had allowed a friend to shoot 
at a tin can on top of his head. 
"One who volunteers his head 
for such an experience," said the 
judge, "must anticipate injury." 
Suppose the act was dangerous, 
but the danger was not apparent 
at the time. Then, as a rule, the 
death would still be considered 
accidental. For example: 
A 
motorist 
skiddeJ 
into a 
ditch. While waiting for a tow 
truck, he ran the motor to keep 
his heater going. What he failed 
to realize was that the end of the 
exhaust pipe was trapped in a 
mud puddle, causing deadly car­ 
bon monoxide gas to seep into 
the car. Result: he was dead by 


In this era of booming outdoors 
adventures, newspapers—weeklies 
as well as dailies—seek good photo­ 
graphs of their readers and their 
outstanding catches. Editors are 
just as anxious as the hunters or 
fishermen to see these pictures 
printed. 
Unfortunately, a goodly number 
of such photos, often taken of truly 
outstanding fish or game, are re­ 
jected. In most instances rejection 
was due to the poor quality of the 
pictures. 
Most newspapers prefer photos 
taken by their own staff photo­ 
graphers. But fishing and hunting 
are sports of unusual hours, to say 
the least, so staff photos are im­ 
practical. Outdoorsmen, proud of 
their trophy fish and game, usually 
have a buddy take a pix of them 
or have a commercial photographer 
do the job. 
Problem with many commercial 
photographers is that they usually 
don’t have prints ready for a week, 
perhaps even longer, unless a 
premium fee is paid. Unfortunate­ 
ly, the news value of a picture 
lessens with the passage of each 
day. 
The buddy-snapped photo, rush­ 
ed to the comer drug store, can be 
back in your hands in 24 to 36 
hours. This is not enough time loss 
to kill the news value of the pic­ 
ture. Even so, the photo may still 
be rejected. 


Usually the reason for rejection 
is the matter of a photo lacking 
contrast, being out of focus, or be­ 
ing taken from too great a dis­ 
tance. 
If you have a buddy take the 
picture, keep the following points 
in mind: 
1. Have him move in close so 
that you and your trophy fill the 
view finder on the camera. Too 
much background and extraneous 
scenery only detract. 
2. Have him focus the camera 
sharply. If the camera is a fixed- 
focus model, step off a distance of 
about nine or IO feet and you will 
be in reasonably good focus. 
3. Avoid cluttered backgrounds. 
Preferably use a cloudy sky or 
water. 
4. Trophy catches and kills 
usually come once in a lifetime. 
Treat the occasion as such by keep­ 
ing in mind that film is inexpen­ 
sive. To be sure, shoot up the 
whole roll of film at different ex­ 
posures. Better still, make it two 
rolls . . . at different distances, 
with different exposures (both lens 
openings and shutter speeds). 
5. When you take the picture to 
the newspaper office, take the neg­ 
atives, too. A good newspaper pho­ 
tographer often can do some “doc­ 
toring” in the darkroom and come 
up with a print that’s excellent for 
publication.

A new law, passed late in the last 
session of the state legislature and 
signed by the governor June 15, 
became law July 15. This new law is 
expected 
to 
create some 
new 
problems in the selection of people to 
serve on juries. 


The new law, Senate Bill 369, 
provides that “ Between the first and 
fifteenth days of August of each year, 
in each county in this state, the tax 
collector, sheriff, county clerk and 
district clerk, ... shall meet at the 
county courthouse and reconstitute 
the jury wheel, using as the sole and 
mandatory source, all names on the 
voter registration 
lists 
from 
all 
precincts in the county.” 


This means, as we understand it, 
that only registered voters will be 
called for jury duty, and all voters 
must report for duty, even though 
they are not eligible to serve. 


The law was written with the intent 
that it only apply to counties with over 
10,000 population and that counties 
under 10,000 could continue to use the 
jury commission method as in the 
past. But somewhere along the line 
someone goofed up down at Austin — 
which seems to happen rather easily 
— and it now appears that all coun­ 
ties, regardless of size must use the 
jury wheel. 


As I understand it, the new part of 
the law replaced all of the existing 
parts of the law that provided for the 
jury commission and the Attorney 
General has ruled that all counties 
must now use the jury wheel. 


But the use of a jury wheel is not the 
part of the new law' that will cause 
trouble — it is the other provisions 
that are expected to raise a storm of 
protest. 


From what I have read on the new 
law it looks like the name of every 
registered voter will be put in the jury 
wheel whether they are exempt from 
jury duty or not and they will have to 
report for jury duty. The only ones 
that will have an automatic exemp­ 
tion, and they will have to report, are 
those over 65, under 21, females who 
have legal custody of a child or 
children under the age of ten. 


Apparently there are no provisions 
in the new law to excuse anyone for 
sickness, vacations or other similar 
reasons that were valid in the past. 
Also it would appear that pressing 
business can no longer be used as an 
excuse. 
One thing that will make it much 
harder to get an excuse for even an 
legitimate reason is that once ex­ 
cused, a person s name will be taken 
off the jury list and placed back in the 
jury wheel until drawn out again at 
some future date. 
This means of course, that a judge 
will have to take a hard look at any 
excuses before granting it or else he 
will find that he might be without any 
jurors on the panel before the year is 
out. 
It is doubtful at this time if anyone 
kows just how much, but it is obvious 
that the cost to the counties will be 
greatly increased under this new 
system. Much larger jury panels will 
have to be called because of the new 
process of excusing a juror from all 
cases if he is excused from any one 
case for any cause, and since many 
will be called who are unable to serve 
because 
of 
disqualification 
or 
exemption. Each of these jurors who 
reports will have to be paid whether 
or not he serves. 
Among those who have been 
exempt from jury service in the past 
but now must report are ministers, 
school teachers, elected officials and 
others in similar occupations. 
Wonder what happens if the judge’s 
name is drawn?

(Thursday), 
according to

local spokesm an. About 75 
percent of the horses in the area 
had received the vaccine over 
the weekend. 
The West Texas Veterinary 
Supply Co. in Abilene received 
1,700 VEE serum from Austin 
Saturday afternoon and another 
larger shipment was expected 
to arrive W ednesday. About IOO 
horses were vaccinated here 
S aturday evening upon the 
arrival of the serum by one area 
veterinarian. 
It is estim ated that there are 
about 300 horses in the Hamlin 
area. 
The serum , used to combat 
the spread of VEE, must be 
c a rrie d 
to 
the 
horses. 
A 
statewide em bargo prevents the 
anim als 
from 
leaving 
the 
prem ises 
w here 
they 
are 
stabled, even to visit the 
veterinarian for inoculation. 
It was announced Sunday by 
State veterinarians from the 
Southwest that they will make 
mandatory 
vaccination of all 
horses in their respective areas. 
The decision was m ade at a 
Dallas m eeting of anim al health 


officials 
from 
T exas, 
O klahom a, 
A rkansas, 
New 
Mexico and Louisiana. 
A USDA official said that 1.8 
million doses of vaccine will be 
available by the end of the week 
for 
the ap p ro x im ately 
1.5 
million horses in the five states. 
Horses that have been vac­ 
cinated 
m ust 
rem ain 
q u a ra n tin e d 
for 
14 
days 
following the shot before being 
moved. 
The outbreak of VEE started 
in the Texas valley last week 
and has moved up the state, 
bringing on the five state effort 
to stop the disease in Texas and 
protect the other states. 


The battle against the spread 
of VEE w as being pressed on 
many fronts over the weekend 
as the disease killed horses and 
sent people to hospitals. 
It was reported Saturday that 
48 persons have been taken to 
hospitals in the valley with VEE 
symptoms. Five of those have 
been confirmed as having the 
disease which strikes hum ans 
w ith flu-like sym ptom s for 
several days. 
VEE is a rare strain of 
“sleeping sick n ess” 
which 
strikes the central nervous 
system of horses and is usually 


in hum ans. 
The 
d isease 
has 
killed 
thousands of horses in South 
and 
C entral 
A m erica 
and 
M exico since it w as first 
detected in horses two years 
ago. 
The vaccine being used in an 
effort to halt the spread of the 
disease was developed under 
the 
D efense 
D e p a rtm e n t’s 
Germ W arfare program to 
protect humans. 
The vaccine, 
regarded as 
experim ental, is being supplied 
free by the federal government 
to veteranarians in Texas. 
VEE is spread from horse to 
horse or horse to humans by 
mosquitoes and a large part of 
the fight to stop the disease is 
centered around the control of 
mosquitoes, particularly in the 
valley where Air Force planes 
are spraying large areas with 
m alathion. 
Besides creating a problem 
for cattlemen who need to use 
horses in working their cattle, 
the outbreak of VEE has can­ 
celled rodeos and other horse 
related activities across the 
state. 
The Hamlin Riding Club had 
m ade plans to hold a Little 
Britches Rodeo July 30 and 31 
but have postponed it for the 
present.

Double Indemnity 


H arvey, the “other man" in a 
dom estic 
triangle, 
heard

alarm ing news: the w om an’s hus­ 
band had bought a gun and was 
spoiling for trouble. N o coward, 
Harvey decided to confront his 
rival face-to-face. 
It was a fatal mistake. W ords 
led to bullets and Harvey was 
shot dead. 


In this era of booming outdoors 
adventures, 
newspapers—weeklies 
as well as dailies—seek good photo­ 
graphs of their readers and their 
outstanding catches. Editors are 
just as anxious as the hunters or 
fishermen to see these pictures 
printed. 
Unfortunately, a goodly number 
of such photos, often taken of truly 
outstanding fish or game, are re­ 
jected. In most instances rejection 
was due to the poor quality of the 
pictures. 
Most newspapers prefer photos 
taken by their own staff photo­ 
graphers. But fishing and hunting 
are sports of unusual hours, to say 
the least, so staff photos are im­ 
practical. Outdoorsmen, proud of 
their trophy fish and game, usually 
have a buddy take a pix of them 
or have a commercial photographer 
do the job. 
Problem with many commercial 
photographers is that they usually 
don’t have prints ready for a week, 
perhaps 
even 
longer, 
unless 
a 
premium fee is paid. Unfortunate­ 
ly, the news value of a picture 
lessens with the passage of each 
day. 
The buddy-snapped photo, rush­ 
ed to the corner drug store, can be 
back in your hands in 24 to 36 
hours. This is not enough time loss 
to kill the news value of the pic­ 
ture. Even so, the photo may still 
be rejected. 


Usually the reason for rejection 
is the matter of a photo lacking 
contrast, being out of focus, or be­ 
ing taken from too great a dis­ 
tance. 
If you have a buddy take the 
picture, keep the following points 
in mind: 
1. Have him move in close so 
that you and your trophy fill the 
view finder on the camera. Too 
much background and extraneous 
scenery only detract. 
2. Have him focus the camera 
sharply. If the camera is a fixed- 
focus model, step off a distance of 
about nine or IO feet and you will 
be in reasonably good focus. 
3. Avoid cluttered backgrounds. 
Preferably use a cloudy sky or 
water. 


4. 
Trophy 
catches 
and 
kills 
usually come once in a lifetime. 
Treat the occasion as such by keep­ 
ing in mind that film is inexpen­ 
sive. To be sure, shoot up the 
whole roll of film at different ex­ 
posures. Better still, make it two 
rolls . . . at different distances, 
with different exposures ( both lens 
openings and shutter speeds). 


5. When you take the picture to 
the newspaper office, take the neg­ 
atives, too. A good newspaper pho­ 
tographer often can do some “doc­ 
toring” in the darkroom and come 
up with a print that’s excellent for 
publication.

Thus, double indem nity was 
denied to the fam ily of a young 
man slain in a game of “W illiam 
Tell." In a spirit of playfulness, 
he had allow ed a friend to shoot 
at a tin can on top of his head. 
“One w ho volunteers his head 
for such an experience,” said the 
judge, “m ust anticipate injury." 
Suppose the act was dangerous, 
but the danger was not apparent 
at the tim e. Then, as a rule, the 
death w ould still be considered 
accidental. For exam ple:

m otorist 
skidded 
into 
a 
ditch. W hile waiting for a tow 
truck, he ran the m otor to keep 
his heater going. W hat he failed 
to realize w as that the end o f the 
exhaust pipe was trapped in a 
mud puddle, causing deadly car­ 
bon m onoxide gas to seep into 
the car.
